Collecting Memories 


One hobbyist’s love of numismatics grew along with him. 


> This story starts during the 
summer when I was 7 years old 
and made a friend from Aruba. 
This person said his country had a 
square nickel, and he gifted me 
one. The coin became a treasured 


possession and was the start of my 


first collection. At the time, I was 
already collecting baseball cards, 
seashells, rocks, marbles and 
whatever else seemed cool at 

the time.

Fast forward four years when I 
joined the Boy Scouts. What a life- 
changing experience! As I looked 
through all the merit badges in the 
The Boy Scout Handbook, many 
struck me as fun. One that stood 
out was for “Coin Collecting,” 
which I pursued with the support 
of my father and a coworker of his 
who collected coins. I purchased a 
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“Red Book” (A Guide Book of 
United States Coins) along with blue 
Whitman coin folders for cents, 
nickels and dimes. At the 
time (1963), my father 
felt that quarters 
were too valuable to 
put in the folder. 

My memories of 
sitting at the kitchen 
table with my dad 
searching through piles 
of change have lasted all 
my life. This was a time 
when silver coins were 
still in circulation, and 
Buffalo nickels and 
Mercury dimes occa- 
sionally surfaced. Al- 
though none of my 
Whitman folders were 
completed, I still earned the 
merit badge, one step closer 
to earning the highest honor— 
Eagle Scout. 

As atypical teen, I eventually 
forgot about collecting when I 
started my first job at age 15, and 


discovered girls and cars. College, 
the military and marriage followed 
soon after. In my late 20s, I came 
across my old coin folders. Dusting 
them off, I remembered all the 
good times and thought it might 
be fun to once again attempt to fill 
those empty holes. 

The Jefferson nickel folder was 
quickly filled with the help of two 
dealers in Montclair, New Jersey, 
followed shortly by the Roosevelt

Welcome Back, Ryder! 


The 34th U.S. Mint director 
returns to lead the coining facility. 


The U.S. Senate confirmed David J. Ryder as the 39th direc- 
tor of the U.S. Mint for a five-year term. Four acting directors 
have led the nation’s coining facility since Edmund C. Moy 
resigned in December 2010. 

Ryder will be returning to the mint after a nearly 24-year 
absence. He served as the 34th mint director from Septem- 
ber 3, 1992, until November 24, 1993, after which he worked 
in the private-sector authentication-technology industry. 
Philip N. Diehl, chairman of the Industry Council for Tangible 
Assets, commends the Senate’s confirmation of Ryder, say- 
ing, “David has served at the mint before, he knows Wash- 
ington well, and he brings to the job more than 20 years of 
experience in the anti-counterfeiting business. We need his 
leadership at the U.S. Mint as we confront the growing threat 
coin counterfeiting poses to the nation.”

a few large cents that I came across 
in dealer cases. They were big, im- 
pressive and old, from a time when 
our country was in its formative 
years. I liked that they were histor- 
ical and had stories to tell. I was so 
intrigued that I started a large-cent 
collection before finishing the In- 
dian Head cent folder! By this 
point, all my albums were high- 
quality, with plastic windows to 
view both sides of the coins. 

The pursuit of a date set of large 
cents became almost life changing 
for me! A dealer sold me a 
copy of William Sheldon’s 
Penny Whimsy (ANA Li- 
brary Catalog No. GB32 
.S5p). Reading the au- 
thor’s account of his 
early days of collecting 
made me feel like I was sit- 
ting next to him at his kitchen 
table, studying old coppers 
by lamplight. I was hooked 
and joined Early Ameri- 
can Coppers (EAC), a 
club that specializes in 
these coins. During my 
pursuit of a large-cent date 
set, I learned about such 
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things as die varieties 
and die states, and I 

A, obtained a number of 
Fy) different die varieties. 
I found it possible to 
occasionally purchase 
a rare variety for the 
cost of a common exam- 
ple! After some trials and 
tribulations, I eventu- 
ally completed a cir- 
culated date set of 
these large coppers. 

During this pur- 
suit, I was exposed 
' to state coppers, 
particularly those of 
New Jersey. How fasci- 
nating these coins were! 
They were all from the 1780s and 
had die varieties that were rela- 
tively easy to identify. My per- 
sonal library was growing with 
books, periodicals, fixed price 
lists and auction catalogs. On 
April 20, 1991, my 39th birthday, 
I met with a number of collectors 
at the First New Jersey Copper 
Symposium in Wayne, New Jersey. 
I initially felt out of place sur- 
rounded by experts, but I was 
quickly welcomed. Collector John 
Griffee’s enthusiasm was addic- 
tive. I purchased several New Jer- 
sey coppers at that event and five 
more at the EAC convention a 
week later in Boston. 
In 1993 the Colonial Coin Col- 

lectors Club (C4) was formed. I 
joined, and two years later C4 held

age and gives lectures on the topic. 


its first convention and auction. 
Being on a budget and not able to 
purchase everything, I decided to 
sell my U.S. coin collections for 
funds to pursue the specimens 
used by our forefathers before 
there was a U.S. Mint. 

It’s now 22 years later, and 
I’m still in pursuit of the coins, 
medals and paper money of our 
colonial and confederation peri- 
ods. I still do what I can on a lim- 
ited budget. I have fun sharing my 
hobby enjoyment with others, ei- 
ther through writing articles for 
publications, posting online or 
giving talks. Researching my 
pieces is as much fun as owning 
them. Although my hair is gray 
and I might be a pound or two 
overweight, I become a skinny 
kid again when I’m pursuing my 
hobby. Indeed, that little boy 
is always inside me. 

Numismatic friendships, with 
other gray-haired (or no-haired) 
“little boys” who share a cama- 
raderie, have become an impor- 
tant part of my life. Regardless of 
economic, religious, political or 
social differences, we’re all on the 
same playing field, enjoying each 
other’s collections and research. 

A hobby, by definition, should 
be fun. My wish for all those who 
have read this far is that you can 
experience the same level of en- 
joyment and accomplishment as I 
do, regardless of what you collect.
